Boston, Oct. 27.—The supreme Judi- 
cial court of Massachusetts, in making 
permanent an injunction against sev- 
eral labor unions, ruled that labor un- 
ions cannot impose 
fines 
upon 
their 
members in order to force them to go 
out on a strike. 


The decision was rendered on a pe- 
tition brought by L. D. Willcutt Sons 
& Company,-of this city, asking for 
an injunction against the Bricklayers' 
and Stone Masons' Benevolent unions, 
restraining the unions from imposing 
a fine of $100 each on two members of 
the union who had refused to go out 
on strike. 


The unions in the spring of 1906 is- 
sued a new set of rules for members 
employed 
by contractors. 
The 
Will- 
cutt 
company, 
fearing that 
loss 
of 
money.would follow its failure to com- 
plete certain work under these rules, 
closed up part -of it» work and dis- 
charged a number of men. The unions 
then declared a strike on other work 
in which the company was engaged. 
Later on two labor leaders visited the 
work in which the company was en- 
gaged and found two union men still 
working. 
The labor leaders ordered 
them to cease under penalty of being 
fined 
$100 apiece. The Willcutt com- 
pany obtained a temporary injunction 
against the unions to prevent the fines 
being imposed^ and the decree makes 
that injunction permanent.

Boston, Oct. 27.—The supreme judi­ 
cial court of Massachusetts, in making 
permanent an injunction against sev­ 
eral labor unions, ruled that labor un­ 
ions cannot impose fines upon their 
members in order to force them to go 
out on a strike. 


The decision was rendered on a pe­ 
tition brought by L. D. Willcutt Sons 
& Company,-of this city, asking for 
an injunction against the Bricklayers’ 
and Stone Masons1 Benevolent unions, 
restraining the unions from imposing 
a fine of $100 each on two members of 
the union who had refused to go out 
on strike. 


The unions in the spring of 1906 is­ 
sued a new set of rules for members 
employed by contractors. The Will­ 
cutt company, fearing that loss of 
money .would follow its failure to com­ 
plete certain work under these rules, 
closed up part jot itw work and dis­ 
charged a number of men. The unions 
then declared a strike on other work 
in which the company was engaged. 
Later on two labor leaders visited the 
work In which the company was en­ 
gaged and found two union men still 
working. 
The labor leaders ordered 
them to cease under penalty of being 
fined $100 apiece. The Willcutt com­ 
pany obtained a temporary injunction 
against the unions to prevent the fines 
being imposed, and the decree makes 
that injunction permanent. 


Footpad« Angered With Only $25 and 
Geld Watch Loot. 


Shenandoah, Pa., Oct. 27. — While 
Peter Snarj. nis, an old and well-to-do 
resident, wus returning home from 
Gilberton he was accosted by several 
men, bound and gagged and carried to 
a clump of 
bushes, where he was 
robbed. 
Sure of finding a large sum 
of money- on him, the footpads were 
greatly disappointed when their ef­ 
forts yiel led but $25 and a gold watch. 


Angered by their 
disappointment, 
Snarponis was beaten severely and 
stabbed over the left eye and in the 
breast. Leaving him in this condition, 
the thugs disappeared. 


Several hours later Snarponis freed 
himself and managed to reach a road, 
where he told his story to pedestrians, 
who conveyed him to town. The police 
captured tuo men. 
Snarponis' condi­ 
tion is serkus. 


John Denny, Jr., aged twenty-threo 
years, was found dead in a woods near 
Upper 
Providence, 
Chester county. 
Pa., under conditions which strongly 
point to his having been murdered. A 
large hole had been torn in the lower 
portion of his face by a charge of 
shot. 


Denny started from his home in this 
place on Friday to go ^hunting for 
rabbits. 
He carried a magazine gun 
and plenty of ammunition, and was 
seen late in the afternoon going to­ 
ward the woods where he was found. 
He was then walking with a tall man. 
The suggestion that he was the vic­ 
tim of an accident or shot himself is 
discounted by the fact that his gun 
and ammunition and all of his valu 
ables had been taken. Beside the body 
was found a dilapidated cap. His owi 
hat also lay nearby. Several shattere» 
twigs were also picked up in front o- 
the body. These bits of wood the au 
thorities say show that the charge o; 
shot came from some distance awaj 
and not from Denny's own gun. 


A superficial 
examination of the 
wound in Denny’s face seems also t< 
indicate that two charges struck hin 
and that the shot was not of the siz 
he used. 
The police have arreste 
three negroes, who admit they talket 
with Denn}r early on Friday afternoon 
but they declare they know nothing o 
the shooting.

Slain By Rival On Bridal Tour. 


On her bridal trip, which had begun 
Gcarcely an hour before, and seated 
in a railroad coach bound for New Or­ 
leans, almost between her husband and 
a former suitor for her hand, Mrs. 
Fred Van Tngen saw the flash of the 
suitor's revolver, felt the grip of her 
husband’s hand as tho bullet killed 
him, and then fought for her own life. 
When the girl appeared about to be­ 
come the victim of the second bullet 
from the revolver, her uncle, a man 
with gray hair, but coel under the ex- 
citeipent, rushed up and thrust his 
thumb beneath the hammer of the re­ 
volver, rendering the weapoh harm­ 
less. 


This was the story the other passen­ 
gers on the Texas & Pacific “Cannon­ 
ball” told when they reached New Or­ 
leans, but the principal actors in the 
tragedy, most of whom are connected 
with 
Louisiana’s 
leading 
families, 
have so far refused to discuss the 
matter. 


The former suitor is F. S. Beauvre, 
of Plaquemino, La., at which place ho 
was taken from the train and placed 
under arrest. The unfortunate hus­ 
band was Professor Fred Van Ingen, 
a prominent teacher of Alexandria, 
La., and a relative of former Governor 
Blanchard. The bride is the daughter 
of James M. Rhorer, one of the leading 
officials of Iberville parish, residing 
at Baton Rouge. 
Beauvre is twenty- 
four years old, and Van Ingen was 
twenty-three.

"My 
priec is higher than th a t/' said Mr 
Miller, and threw the mao out of tht 
office. 


Arrest Reveals Their Marriage. 


A man who says he is Charles Jo­ 
seph Magnus, and who claims to be 
the husband of Miss Ada Gorman, sec 
ond daughter of the late United States 
Senator Arthur Pue Gorman, of Mary 
land, is in jail at Louisville, Ky., or 
the charge of being a deserter fron. 
the United States navy. 


Magnus admits that he is a deserter 
and asserts that he married Senatoi 
Gorman’s daughter in Louisville on 
Sept. 5. When searched it was found 
tVat Magnus had eighteen $1000 gov 
ernment bonds and about $6000 in 
cash in his possession.

THE LONGEST MOUNTAIN CHAIN. 


Discovery of a Range in Tibet Extend- 
ing Fully 2000 Miles. 


Tho most important discovery we 
made in thus Iraversinig: diagonally the 
whole of Tibet was the gigantic chain 
of mountains we crossed by the Sela 
pass, which is over 19,000 feet high. 
How little this chain of 
mountains 
had hitherto been dreamed of is evi- 
dent from, among other things, tho 
supposition indulged In by Sir Thomas 
Holdrich in his book. "Tibet the Mys- 
terious," that the great central lakes 
(Dangra Yum Tso, Nganzi, etc.) were 
the 
sources 
of 
the 
Brahmaputra's 
northern tributaries—that is to say, 
that there was a stretch of relatively 
flat country where in reality we found 
there was one of the highest ranges 
of mountains In the whole world, a 
chain which can be compared only 
with the Himalayas and their kind, 
Capt. O'Connor suspected their exist- 
ence by hearsay. 
The ehain known as 
Nin Chen Tangía, which is situated 
south of the Tengri Nov, was well 
known and had been crossed by Little- 
dale and several others, but no one 
Icnew that this chain stretched 
for 
close upon twelve hundred miles to 
the west-northwest, as I now discov- 
ered. 
It is a certainty that it also 
stretches to tho east, and has a total 
length of about two thousand miles. 
The averaie height of the passes is 
some few liundred meters higher than 
In the Himalayas and about tho same 
as in the Kara-korum and Arkataugh. 


Mighty as is this excrescence 
on 
the earth's surface, tho Tibetans havo 
no name for its whole length. 
Count- 
less local names are given to the va- 
rious parts of it. 
As the range will 
in future have to be included 
not 
only in a knowledge of the world, but 
also in the school books, It becomes 
necessary for It to Imve a name, and 
so far as I can see dt would be best to 
keep to the name by which Its highest 
point is already known, viz., Nin Chen 
Tangía. 
It sounds strange, when ono 
considers Jiow thoroughly the world 
has been explored, that in the year 
iyu7 it sliould be vouchsafed to any 
one practically to discover a range 
of mountains two thousand miles long, 
and the surprise of tho discovery is 
intensified rather than diminished by 
the fact that here and there the coun- 
try traversed was already luiown. And 
let us remember that such a discov- 
ery cannot bo made again, for there U 
no blank space big enough on the map 
of tho world to contain such a range 
of mduntaUis.—Harper's Magazine.

CURING OF CODFISH. 


The 
Norwegian 
Government 
ofll- 
cials and experts 
on 
thoso 
muttern 
state that salt as 
a 
preservative 
is 
found absolutely necessary for 
t'lio 
proper curing of codfish unless the 
flbh is air-rled, and 
that 
no 
other 
preser\atlve3 arc found desirable 
or 
necessary, says Consul-Goneral Henry 
Bordcwlcli of Christiania. 
No 
note- 
worthy exporimont:! with other 
pre- 
servatives have been made. 


The flsh is caught in the winter and 
early spring on 
the 
northern , and 
western coasts. 
When the boats and 
small stoanuM's have entered hari5or 
with their hauls 
the 
Ontrails 
and 
heads arc remo\t^d, iind tho llsh, as a 
rule, sold to dealers, who take them 
on board vessels or in packing houses 
built close to the seashoro: 
The fish 
is sold and bought by count, 
regard- 
less of size. 


Expert splitters, placed at benches 
about two by flvc foet and 
using 
a 
heavy, short, wide-bhulod Knife, make 
an incision along the lower or belly 
side, along the whole length of the 
flsh, removing at the same time the 
upper half of the backbone. 


The fish is then, without washing, 
put down in even layers in the holds 
of vessels or in packing houses, iiosh 
side up. 
Over each -layer is sprinkled 
salt by an expert 
salter; 
the 
so- 
called Trapani salt is preferred. 


Trapani 
salt 
is 
imported 
from 
Spain; 
it is a 
rather weak, 
sTnall- 
grained, dull-colored 
artlclo, 
evapo- 
rated from Bea water. 


About five barrels 
are 
used 
for 
every 1000 cod. and tho not weight of 
each fish is about one and 
one-half 
kilograms (3 1-2 pounds).' 


The sl'/cs of 
the fish vary much, 
and the Salter has to uäe considerable 
judgment in the quantity of salt used. 
If the supply is too 
liberal, the fish 
is apt to beconio salt burned; 
if loo 
scant, it is apt to sour. 


When the desired number of fish, 
say 50,000 to 100,000 has 
been 
so- 
cured in one lot, the cargo is brought 
to some place where the rock fornia- 
tles. 
Whenever the weather is suita- 
ble for spreading such a large num- 
ber for drying. 
As the cargo is 
un- 
loaded each fish is carefully washed 
in clean sea water. 
The black mem- 
braneous skin on the insides of the 
fish is at tho same time removed, like- 
wise all blood accreted in bone cavi- 
ties. When over the weather is suita- 
ble, clear, windy weather being pre- 
ferred, the fish is laid singly, side by 
side, on the flat rocks, and attended 
to by men^ women and even children. 
It is never exposed too lonj? on 
the 
same sitle. Every two or thr. e hours 
the flsh are turned so that the flesh or 
lowel* side and the upper, skin-covered 
side are alternately exposed to 
the 
sun and wind. 
Every evening stacks 
are made of 50 to 100 flsh and 
the 
top 
covered 
with 
tarpaulins 
and 
weighte.d down with stones. 
In this 
manner the fish becomes solid 
and 
gains in appearance. 
In unfavorable 
weather, with fog and rain, it is left 
undisturbed in 
the 
stacks, but 
as 
soon as fine weather conies on it is 
again exposed. 
This is repeated till 
the 
fish 
is 
thoroughly cured 
and 
ready for shipment. 


The curing is done In 
the months 
of Älay 
and 
June, 
before 
warm 
weather setg in. 
It requires constant 
care and good judgment to bring the 
curing process to a satisfactory ter- 
mination. 
If the fish is exposed too 
long to the sun it will 
scorch 
and 
turn dark; 
if there happens 
to 
bo 
much foggy weather or rain its value 
will be much decreased by tho influ- 
ence of a certain fungi. 
To prevent 
this no remedy has as yet been dis- 
covered. 


Fish ready for export is either piled 
in the hold of ships in layers or pack- 
ed in bundle?, each holding a certain 
weight, but of 'late years some of It 
Is also shipped in tin-lined boxes when 
destined for a long voyage and warm 
Olimates. 


Codfish is also put up in Norway 
without the use of salt or any other 
preservatives. 
Some of this fi^h is 
dried round after 
simply 
removing 
tho head and entrails. In this method 
the fish are tied together by the tails 
In pairs 
and 
hung 
on 
horizontal 
woolen poles resting on beams about 
Oight foet above 
the 
ground, 
' ^ h e 
fish preserved In this way are cauglit 
in northern Norway during the regu- 
lar fishing season, January to May. 


The article is known to tho trado 
as "stockfish," and Is largely exported 
to Catholic countries. 
By ancient cus- 
tom this kind of fish is never taKen 
down for shipment 
before 
Juno 12 
each year; 
sometimes 
later, if 
the 
weather has been unfavorable. 


Cod and other fish are also air-dried 
the whole year round, after 
having 
first 
been 
split 
open 
the 
whole 
length, the 
only junction 
between 
the two halves being the tails 
and 
about an inch of fish above 
it. 
By 
the cut the whole of the backbone is 
left on one side of the fish when split. 
Each fish is then strung on poles for 
drying in the 
sa.me manner as 
the 
round or stockfish. 
Among the fish 
prepared in the latter nianner are cod. 
iing, coalfibh, torsk and some other 
varieties,—Tho Fishing Gazette,

The Natural History Muicum H»» the 
Only Specimens in the Country. 


The strangest American animal and 
also one of the rarest and least known 
of all mammals is tho solenodon or 
almiquo. 
Only two species are known 
—one peculiar to Cuba, the other to 
tho island of Santo Domingo. 


Although the solenodon is an insec- 
tiveorous animal, yet In many ways it 
rosomblos the rodents as well as the 
ant eaters and is more like certain 
fossil quadruijeds than like any other 
living croature. 


it is about two feet in -length, with 
long, coarse hair and a naked, rat 
like tail. 
Tho forefeet are heavy and 
strong and are 
provided with stout, 
curved cinws for digging and tearing 
apart rotten logs. 
Tho nose is long 
and slender and exceedingly mobile, 
and tho whole appearance of the ani- 
mal is peculiar. 


For many years the solenodon has 
been considered extinct and practical- 
ly nothing was known of its habits. 
Few museums of the world possessed 
even fragments 
of the 
remarkable 
animal. 


In December, 190G, A. Hyatt Verrill 
undertook a trip to Santo Domingo in 
search of this long lost animal and 
succeeded in obtaining 
three living 
specimens, 
which are now 
In the 
American Museum and Natural His- 
tory in New York city and are be- 
lieved to be the only specimens of 
the Santo Domingo solenodon in the 
United States, if not In the world.— 
New York Sun,

A series of tests made recently of 
the different electric lighting systems 
gave results greatly in favor of the 
vacuum tube system. As far as possi- 
ble all the different lamps \vere test- 
ed under the same circumstances, and 
It was shown that the long 
vacuum 
tubes were the most satisfactory and 
the most economical. While the vir- 
tues of this comparatively new meth- 
od are manifest, there are certain dis- 
advantages connected with their use 
which must be overcome before they 
can be generally accepted for service. 
The disagreeable color 
of the 
glow, 
which was very noticeable at 
first, 
has been overcome in a great measure 
and the system otherwise perfected.

parents of a girl find It-expedient for 
her to get married, they look up an 
available 
man 
and 
negotiate with 
his parents. 


After the matter has been arranged 
the principals are notified, the 
girl 
goes to the uonie of the bridegroom's 
parents and grinds corn for them for 
goes to the home of the bridegroom'» 
makes a kind of sash for the bride. 
Then 
one morning at sunrise 
they 
both bathe their heads In cold Avater, 
which completes the ceremony. 


There have been Instances of the 
bridegroom 
refusing to 
go 
through 
the performance, says a writer In Out- 
ing, 
It has then proceeded without 
him and been accounted valid, and sev- 
eral weeks later he has yielded and 
had his head bathed. 


The Navaio ceremony Is much more 
elaborate and impressive, but Chen the 
Navajo girls are much nicer. The reg- 
ular tariff on ^ Navajo girl entering4 
the port of matrimony for the 
first 
time is twelve horses. 
On the second 
occasion the tax Is nine horses, while 
subsequent marriages are free. 


This Is not purchase money, but Is 
merely a tribute of respect to a m o t h - j 
er-in-Iaw and a token of appreciation 
of the care and expense involved la 
bearing and rearing the lady, a recog- 
nition not unworthy of consideration 
by 
civilized 
bridegrooms. 
On the 
other hand, and deserving of 
great 
condemnation, is that law of 
many 
tribes, unwritten but of much sanctity, 
that a man and his mother-in-law shall 
never meet after the ceremony.

THE LONGEST MOUNTAIN CHAIN. 


Discovery of a Range in Tibet Extend­ 
ing Fully 2000 Miles. 


Tho most im portant discovery we 
made in thus traversing; diagonally the 
whole of Tibet was the gigantic chain 
of mountains we crossed by the Sela 
pass, which is over 19,000 feet high. 
How little this chain of mountains 
had hitherto been dreamed of is evi­ 
dent from, among other things, the 
supposition indulged in by Sir Thomas 
Holdrich in his book, “Tibet the Mys­ 
terious,” that the great central lakes 
(Dangra Yum Tso, Nganzi, etc.) were 
the 
sources 
of 
the 
B rahm aputra’s 
northern tributaries—that is to say, 
that there was a stretch of relatively 
flat country where in reality we found 
there was one of the highest ranges 
of mountains in the whole world, a 
chain which can be compared only 
with the Himalayas and their kind, 
Capt. O’Connor suspected their exist­ 
ence by hearsay. The chain known as 
Nin Chen Tangla, which is situated 
south of the Tengri Nov, was well 
known and had been crossed by Little- 
dale and several others, but no one 
knew that this chain stretched for 
close upon twelve hundred miles to 
the west-northwest, as 1 now discov­ 
ered. 
It is a certainty that it also 
stretches to tho east, and has a total 
length of about two thousand miles. 
The average height of the passes is 
some few hundred meters higher than 
in the Himalayas and about tho same 
as in the Kara-kortim and Arkataugh, 


Mighty as is this excrescence on 
the earth's surface, the Tibetans havo 
no name for its whole length. 
Count­ 
less local names are given to the va­ 
rious parts of it, 
As the range will 
in future have to be included not 
only in a knowledge of the world, but 
also in the school books, it becomes 
necessary for it to have a name, and 
so far as I can see it would be best to 
keep to the name by which its highest 
point is already known, viz., Nin Chen 
Tangla. 
It sounds strange, when one 
considers how thoroughly the world 
has been explored, that in the year 
11)U7 it should be vouchsafed to any 
one practically to discover a range 
of mountains two thousand miles long, 
and the surprise of the discovery is 
intensified rather than diminished by 
the fact that here and there the coun­ 
try traversed was already (known« And 
let us remember that such a discov­ 
ery cannot be made again, for there is 
no blank space big enough on the map 
of tho world to contain such a range 
of mountains.—H arper's Magazine.

The Norwegian 
Government 
offi­

on 
thcso 
m atters 
state that salt as 
a preservative 
is 
found absolutely necessary for 
tne 
proper curing of codfish unless the 
fish is air-ried, and 
that 
no 
other 
presen atives are found desirable 
or 
necessary, says Consul-General Henry 
Bordewich of Christiania. 
No 
note­ 
worthy experiments with other pre­ 
servatives have been made. 


The fish is caught in the winter and 
early spring on 
the 
northern . and 
western coasts. 
When the boats and 
small steamers have entered haruor 
with their hauls 
the 
Ontrails 
and 
heads arc remov&d, find the fish, as a 
rule, sold to dealers, who take them 
on board vessels or in packing houses 
built close to the seashore: 
The fish 
is sold and bought by count, 
regard­ 
less of size. 


Expert splitters, placcd at benches 
about two by five feet and 
using 
a 
heavy, short, wide-bladed knife, make 
an incision along the lower or belly 
side, along the whole length of the 
fish, removing at the same time the 
upper half of the backbone. 


The fish is then, without washing, 
put down in even layers in the holds 
of vessels or in packing houses, flesh 
side up. 
Over each layer is sprinkled 
salt by an expert 
salter; 
the 
so- 
called Trapani salt is preferred. 


Trapani 
salt 
is 
imported 
from 
Spain; 
it is a 
rather weak, 
stnall- 
grained, dull-colored 
article, 
evapo­ 
rated from Bea water. 


About five barrels 
are 
used 
for 
every ]000 cod, and the net weight of 
each fish is about one and 
one-half 
kilograms (3 1-2 pounds).' 


The sizes of 
the fish 
vary much, 
and the salter has to u6c considerable 
judgment in the quantity of salt used. 
If the supply is too 
liberal, the fish 
is apt to become salt burned; 
if too 
scant, it is apt to sour. 


When the desired number of fish, 
say 50,000 to 100,000 has 
been 
se­ 
cured in one lot, the cargo is brought 
to some place where the rock forma- 
tles. 
Whenever the weather is suita­ 
ble for spreading such a large num­ 
ber for drying. 
As the cargo is 
un­ 
loaded each fish is carefully washed 
in clean sea water. 
The black mem­ 
braneous skin on the insides of the 
fish is at the same time removed, like­ 
wise all blood accreted in bone cavi­ 
ties. When ever the weather is suita­ 
ble, clear, windy weather being pre­ 
ferred, the fish is laid singly, side by 
side, on the fiat rocks, and attended 
to by men* women and even children. 
It is never exposed too long on 
the 
same side. Every two or tlir«-.e hours 
the fish are turned so that the flesh or 
lower side and the upper, skin-covered 
side are alternately exposed to 
the 
sun and wind. 
Every evening stacks 
are made of 50 to 100 fish 
and 
the 
top 
covered 
with 
tarpaulins 
and 
welghte.d down with stones. 
In this 
manner the fish becomes solid 
and 
gains in appearance. 
In unfavorable 
weather, with fog and rain, it is left 
undisturbed in 
the 
stacks, but 
as 
soon as fine weather comes on it is 
again exposed. 
This is repeated till 
the fish 
is 
thoroughly cured 
and 
ready for shipment. 


The curing is done in 
the months 
of May 
and 
June, 
before 
warm 
weather setg in. 
It requires constant 
care and good judgment to bring the 
curing process to a satisfactory ter­ 
mination. 
If the fish is exposed too 
long to the sun it will 
scorch 
and 
turn dark; 
if there happens 
to 
be 
much foggy weather or rain its value 
will be much decreased by the influ­ 
ence of a certain fungi. 
To prevent 
this no remedy has as yet been dis­ 
covered. 


Fish ready for export is either piled 
in the hold of ships in layers or pack­ 
ed in bundleS, each holding a certain 
weight, but of late years some of it 
is also shipped in tin-lined boxes when 
destined for a long voyage and warm 
Olimates. 


Codfish is also put up in Norway 
without the use of salt or any other 
preservatives. 
Some of this fish is 
dried round after 
simply removing 
tho head and entrails. In this method 
the fish are tied together by the tails 
in pairs 
and 
hung 
on 
horizontal 
woo Jen poles resting on beams about 
eight feet above 
the 
ground. "The 
fish preserved in this way are caught 
in northern Norway during the regu­ 
lar fishing season, January to May. 


The article is known to tho trado 
as “stockfish,” and is largely exported 
to Catholic countries. By ancient cus­ 
tom this kind of fish js never taken 
down for shipment 
before 
June 12 
each year; 
sometimes 
later, if 
the 
weather has been unfavorable. 


Cod and other fish are also air-dried 
the whole year round, after 
having 
first been 
split 
open 
tho whole 
length, the 
only junction 
between 
the two halves being the tails 
and 
about an inch of fish above 
it. 
By 
the cut the whole of the backbone is 
left on one side of the fish when split. 
Each fish is then strung on poles for 
drying in the 
sa.me manner as 
the 
round or stockfish. 
Among the fish 
prepared in the latter manner are cod, 
ling, coalfish, torsk and some other 
varieties.—Tho Fishing Gazette.

The Natural History Museum Has the 
Only Specimens in the Country. 


The strangest American animal and 
also one of the rarest and least known 
of ail mammals is the solenodon or 
almiquo. 
Only two species are known 
—one peculiar to Cuba, the other to 
tho island of Santo Domingo. 


Although tho solenodon is an insec- 
tivcorous animal, yet in many ways it 
resembles tho rodents as well as the 
ant eaters and is more like certain 
fossil quadrupeds than like any other 
living creature. 


It is about two feet in length, with 
long, coarse hair and a naked, rat 
like tail. 
Tho forefeel are heavy and 
strong and are 
provided with stout, 
curved claws for digging and tearing 
apart rotten logs. 
Tho nose is long 
and slender and exceedingly mobile, 
and the whole appearance of the ani­ 
mal is peculiar. 


For many years the solenodon has 
been considered extinct and practical­ 
ly nothing was known of its habits. 
Few museums of the world possessed 
even fragments 
of the remarkable 
animal. 


In December, 190G, A. Hyatt Verrill 
undertook a trip to Santo Domingo in 
search of this long lost animal and 
suoceeded in obtaining 
three living 
specimens, 
which aro now 
in the 
American Museum and Natural His­ 
tory in New York city and are be­ 
lieved to be the only specimens of 
the Santo Domingo solenodon in the 
United States, if not in the world.— 
New York Sun.

After the m atter has been arranged 
the principals are notified, the girl 
goes to the uome of the bridegroom’s 
parents and grinds corn for them for 
goes to the home of the bridegroom’» 
makes a kind of sash for the bride. 
Then one morning at sunrise they 
both bathe their heads in cold water, 
which completes the ceremony. 


There have been instances of the 
bridegroom refusing to go through 
the performance, says a writer in Out­ 
ing. 
It has then proceeded without 
him and been accounted valid, and sev­ 
eral weeks later he has yielded and 
had his head bathed. 


The Navajo ceremony is much more 
elaborate and impressive, but then the 
Navajo girls are much nicer.

Homemade Soap. 


A cheap, hard soap can bo made by 
shaving four large bars of 
yellow 
soap into thin slices; put It Into two 
gallons of rain or soft water and when 
nearly dissolved add three ounces bo- 
rax and two pounds sal. soda; stir till 
all is melted, and pour Into a shallow 
pan or largo tub; whou nearly cool 
stir in slowly 1 ounce liquid ammonia, 
mixing it well. Let stand 1 or 2 days, 
cut into cakes or bars and dry in a 
warm place. It can bo m a d e ' f o r 3 
cents a pound, and in less than one- 
half hour, and is good for all house- 
hold purposes.—Boston Post.

Cheese Cloth Uses. 


Cheese cloth should be used more 
commonly for housphold purposes than 
it is. The material has tho 
special 
merit of being firm, yet so loosely AVO- 
ven that grease comes out readily in 
washing, thus it is more easily kept 
clean than linen or crash, for which 
it may many times be substituted. 
An 
unbleached 
quality that costs 
not 
more than five cents a yard is quite 
as good for general use as more ex- 
pensive fabrics. 


The best kind of dishcloths 
are 
made of It. The material should 
be 
doubled, raw edges 
turned 
in and 
stitched on the machine. 
This will 
wear, ami because it cleans so easi- 
ly Is'mpst sanitary for warm weather 
in that it will not become saturated 
and smell of grease. Rinsing in soap 
and water will be all that is necessary 
for cleansing. 


For nice furniture it is tho best kind 
of cloth for cleaning, and all cabin- 
etmakers keep three sets for Avork. 
The first is used for applying the oil, 
the second to rub it off, and the third 
is iho polisher. Similar treatment for 
dining room tables will keep them in 
the pink of condition. 


Cheese cloth will save the daily use 
of an egg in boiled coffee merely by 
having small bags of the cotton kept 
in the kitchen. Put the grounds into 
one and twist tho top around 
tight 
with thread, a spool of which should 
be handy for the purpose. 
The same 
bag may be used many times. 
There 
is nothing in the cleaning 
lino 
for 
Avhich it Is not good. 


Windows and mirrors will 
never 
have a speck of lint on their shining 
surface if cheese cloth is used, and 
for all kinds of work It will bo found 
Invaluable. A bag made of it should 
alway.s be kept in the kitchen for 
straining soups. 


Tissue paper is another 
valuable 
household asset that all housekeepers 
do not appreciate. All of it that comes 
into the house 
should 
be 
saved. 
iMoistened with alcohol, 
It polishes 
mirrors to perfection, and even dry 
will make them shine. Silver, all hard- 
woods used for furniture, and steel, 
also brass, if not badly tarnished, will 
respond 
immediately 
to 
treatment 
with tissue paper, and for packing of 
all kinds it is mCTsl useful. Lace, silk 
and 
al ribbons 
should 
alv/ays 
be 
U'on between two layers of it, for the 
materials will not then bo shiny,—

Cheese Cloth Uses,

it may many times be substituted. An 
unbleached quality that costs 
not 
more than five cents a yard is quite 
as good for general use as more ex­ 
pensive fabrics. 


The best kind of dishcloths 
are 
made of it. The material should

doubled, raw edges 
turned 
in and 
stitched on the machine. 
This will 
wear, and because it cleans so easi­ 
ly is *m.ost sanitary for warm weather 
in that it will not become saturated 
and smell of grease. Rinsing in soap 
and water will be all that is necessary 
for cleansing. 


For nice furniture it is the bc-st kind 
of cloth for cleaning, and all cabin­ 
etmakers keep three sets for work. 
The first is used for applying the oil, 
the second to rub it off, and the third 
is the polisher. Similar treatm ent for 
dining room tables will keep them in 
the pink of condition. 


Cheese cloth will save the daily use 
of an egg in boiled coffee merely by 
having small bags of the cotton kept 
in the kitchen.

Wolf drives were held in this sec- 


tion less than a century a«o. To the 
Herald Vr. Gates writes the following 
interesting account of a famous drive 
in TSoga county. New York: 


In the year of our Lord 1828. 
the 


wolves then running in this county 
bec&me so numerous and so pestilent 
that the towns of Riehford, .Berkshire, 
Candor, Union and Lisle held a con- 
ference over the question and at^that 
meeting it was resolved to appoint 
two men in each town to act as a com- 
mittee to drive the wolves beyond th» 
Susquehanna river. 


I can give the names of only two 


men on that committee, these being 
Anthony M. Tyler of this town and 
Horace Gates of the town of £nion, 
there being no town of Maine then. In 
addition to the committee other men 
and large boys joined the drive. The 
outfit for each man was a dog, if he 
had one, a gun and plenty of ammuni- 
tion and a large cow bell. Nights they 
stood on guard, ringing the cow bells 
and shooting off their guns so tad 
wolves would not go back. 


The march commenced about half 


way between Hartford Mills and Rich- 
ford and was formed east 
toward 


Hunt's Corners and west toward Slat- 
erville. The signal to march south 
was the firing of a gun at 
North 


Richford, then every man on the 
line that had a gun fired it and every 
one rang his cow belL At night dry 
trees were set on fire so the men could 
warm themselves and wild 
beasts 


would keep back, it must have been 
after the second Tuesday in February, 
for that was town meeting day at that 
time. 


Every man had his knapsack on his 


hack full of good victuals and could 
replenish it at almost any house he 
came to. 


The order of march was like a half 


moon, the ends of each line ahead of 
the centre. Every day new volunteers 
joined in the march.

Why 
Pennsylvanlant 
Had Qrudgt 
Aflalnat People of Southern Tier 


of Counties. 
Wolf drives were held In this sec- 
tion less than a century a^io. T o the 
Herald Dr. Gales writes the following 
interesting» account of a famous drive 
In Tioga county, New York: 


In the year of our Lord 1828. the 
wolves then running In this county 
bec^me so numerous and so pestilent 
that the towns of Richford, Berkshire, 
Candor, Union and Lisle held a con- 
ference over the question and a t that 
meeting It was resolved to appoint 
two men in each town to act ^.s a com- 
mittee to drive the wolves beyond the 
Susquehanna river. 


1 can give the names of only two 
men on that commlllee, these beiug 
Anthony M. Tyler of this town and 
Horace Gates of the town of yniou, 
there being no town of Maine then. In 
addition to the committee other men 
and large boys joined the drive. The 
outfit for each man was a dog, If he 
had one, a gun and plenty of ammiuni- 
tion and a large cow bell. Nights they 
stood on guard, ringing the cow bells 
and shooting off their guns so the 
wolves would not go back. 


The march commenced about half 
way between Hartford Mills and Rich- 
ford and was formed east 
toward 
Hunt's Corners and west toward Slat- 
eiwille. 
The signal to march 
south 
was the firing of a gun a t 
North 
RIchford, 
then 
every 
man on the 
line that had a gun fired It and every 
one rang his cow bell. 
At night dry 
trees were set on fire so the men could 
warm themselves and wild 
beasts 
. would keep back. 
It must have been 
after the second Tuesday in February, 
for that was town meeting day at that 
time. 


Every man had his knapsack on his 
back full of 
good victuals and could 
replenish It at almost any house he 
came to. 


The order of march was like a half 
moon, the ends of each line ahead of 
the centre. 
Every day new volunteers 
joined in the march. 


Quite likely some old readers of this 
story can remember how long Pennsyl- 
vania held a grudge against New York 
for this act of driving the wolves Into 
Pennsylvania.—Newark

Militja, commanded by Col. J, P. Wick- 
erbham. This company being formed for 
three months, he, at the expiration of 
this time, again volunteered his services 
for three years or during the wpr, enlist­ 
ing in the 152nd Regt. Pa. Vol. Battery 
C, 3rd Pa. Heavy Artillery, and served 
in the army of the James. 
He was hon­ 
orably discharged Nov. 11, 18(55. 
He is 
member and a Past Commander of Cor­ 
poral Skelly Post No. 9, G, A, R., of Get­ 
tysburg, Pa, 
In 18(50 he taught his first 
term in the public schools of Adams 
County, which was the beginning of a 
successful period of teaching which con­ 
tinued for thirty successive years. 


For a period of twelve years, from 1878 


to 1890, he engaged in farming during the 
summer months, but owing to disabilities 
he waB obliged to discontinue this voca­ 
tion for a tune, but for the past eight 
years has again been engaged in farmiug.

W EALTH OF GIRARD ESTATE. 


Benefit 
of 
Careful 
Management 


' 
Shown in 
Rapid 
Increase. 


The time is not far distant when 
a, -portion of the expenses of the 
municipality of Philadelphia will be 
contributed out of the inco ne thar 
is derived from the Stephen Girard 
estate, says “The Philadelphia 
Re­ 
cord.” 
Since the death of Stephen 
Girard this estate has been most care­ 
fully nurtured until the present time. 
Only a comparatively small portion 
of the income derived from the real 
estate, -stocks and bonds is required 
for the -maintenance of Girard Col­ 
lege, so that in years to come as the 
surplus accumulates the Board 
of 
City Trusts, which has the super­ 
vision of the estate, will gradually 
relieve the city authorities of certain 
municipal expenditures, such as light­ 
ing the condemnation of properties 
in the old section of the city for the 
purpose of widening important thor­ 
oughfares, 


The -annual report of the Board of 
City Trusts places an approximate 
value of $14|84G,650 on the real es­ 
tate in the city, but a conservative 
selling value would be in the neigh­ 
borhood of $25,000,000. 
In addition to 
this the estate owns eighteen thou­ 
sand acres of coal lands in Schuyl­ 
kill and Columbia counties. 
The es­ 
tate is also well supplied with gilt 
edged -securities in the shape of first 
mortgages on real estate and bonds, 
of various large cities in the state, 
which are appraised at 
$7,005,500. 
The total value of the estate's hold­ 
ings of all kinds is -placed at $2£,- 
4G7,770, with a probable actual value 
of -about $40,000,000. 


During the year J907 the receipt» 


of the estate am o u n ts to $l,705v279^ 
S2, of which amount $52G*4o2.33 was 
applied toward the maintenance of 
the 1,507 ’boys that were in Girard 
College, The average cost per capita 
of pupils during the year wns $34G.- 
1 * 
I Jy. 


The Girard estate also controls a 
lire insurance fund amounting to $GV 
000, and there has been set asidn a 
fund which now amounts to over 
$500,000, the income of which^s ap­ 
plied to street repairs, cleaning /uid 
lighting the Delaware Utv*r front 


One of the reasons why the estate 
is increasing in value at a rapid rate 
during recent years, is the fact that 
the rents and royalties of the coal 
lands and collieries iu Schuylkill and 
Columbia counties, which amounted 
in 1907 to $G87,tG2.17, are not consid­ 
ered income, but are applied to the' 
principal on the theory that as tho 
coal becomes less in the 'estate hold* 
ings there is a corresponding depre­ 
ciation in the value of the land, so 
that when the tinve arrives when all 
of the -coal lands are worked out 
there will be a sufficient principal 
applied in investments in other di­ 
rections to make good the loss of 
the big income now derived from 
these lands. 


The largest holding of the estate is 
in this city, of course—the ground 
of Girard College, which covers an 
area of 6GGx2,S0K) feet and is valued 
in the assessors’ books at $3,000,000. 
One of the greatest sources of rev­ 
enue to the estate is tho block 'bound­ 
ed by lltli, 12th, Chestnut and Mar­ 
ket streets, which 
Stephen 
Girard 
originally intended for tho location 
of ‘the college, but afterward aban­ 
doned for the present location. 
This 
block represents a 
total 
assessed 
valuation of $8.031,000, with a prob­ 
able selling value of $12,000,000. Tho 
Girard estate, like any other indi­ 
vidual, pays its taxest to the city, 
its tax bill for last year being about 
?225,000. 


TH R IFTY CHILDREN 


The Pupils of West Dec Moines Pub­ 
lic Schools Have $20,000 in 
the Bank. 


Over 3,000 school' children of West 
Des Moines, la., have been induced 
to save money and to start bank ac­ 
counts. 
More than 1,500 of them 
have deposits of about $10 each. 


The credit of the achievement be­ 
longs first to the Mothers' Congress 
of Iowa, which organized the Penny 
Provident 
Association 
in 
October, 
1901. 
Tho plan used in West Des 
Moines is simpler than that of other 
cities. 


The principal of each building is 
supplied with stamps and folders in 
which fifty one cent stamps can be 
pasted. 
Every Friday at a certain 
hour the principal is in her office to 
sell stamps to the children. 


When the child «has filled tlie fold­ 
er with the fifty stamps, says the 
Congress of Mothers Magazine, lie 
may go to the «bank, always on Sat­ 
urday »morning, and either 
get 
50 
cents in cash for the book or open 
an account, receive a pass book and 
have an account entered in it. 


The bank pays him 4 per cent, in­ 
terest on the deposit after it has re­ 
mained six months. 
The principal 
receives the stamps and all other 
necessary printed matter from 
the 
bank without »any expense to the 
district and she makes an account­ 
ing to tjL£ bank every week for the 
number of stamps she has sold. 


'The financial affairs are controlled 
by a board of directors representing 
the bank, the school and the Mothers1 
Congress. 
This board meets the first 
Tuesday in each month from October 
to June to receive the report of the 
banker and discuss the affairs of the 
association. 
It has worked admir­ 
ably, without any difficulties or com­ 
plaints, and has educated not only the 
children but in many cases the par­ 
ents as well. 


The principals, as a rule do not 
find the work much trouble, for they 
have only to get a cent for every 
stamp and have no accounts to keey 
with the children. 
They are even 
allowed carfare for taking the money 
to the bank on Saturdays. 


Tho deposits now amount to near­ 
ly $20,000. 
Since its organization 
the Penny Provident Association -has 
induced the saving of about $135.000, 
of which less than half has been 
withdrawn, 
The youthful depositor 
to draw out his money must have the 
written order of his parents or guar­ 
dian. 


The amount of the deposits, how 
ever, Is of secondary consideration 
The object of the system is to ostab 
lish the habit of saving among the 
children and teach thorn a little about 
business methods. 
The results have 
been very satisfactory, 
The decrease? 
In gum chewing and candy eating ha? 
been noticeable. 


The young depositors are discour­ 
aged from saving merely for the sakr* 
of hoarding. 
Many of the most per­ 
sistent say their money is to be usej 
to go to college after they get through 
the public school. 
P ’irJng the disas 
trous floods two years ago the Pennj 
Provident deposits made by the pool 
children in the flooded districts were 
drawn out in large amounts, being 
in some cases almost the sole rell 
ance of families. 
It is noticed that 
during the spring and fall, when the 
weather i3 good and work is plenty, 
the deposits are much larger, and that 
they decrease and are drawn upon 
during the winter months.

After our coffee we all, with the 
exception of Madame Greig, went to 
visit the little house where Greig did 
most of his composing’. 
We had to 
descend steps and ‘winding walks un­ 
til at the end of the big garden on 
the edge of tho lake we came to a 
plain little house consisting of one 
room, the “holy of holies.” 
Opposite 
the door was one largo window, iu 
front of which stood * plain deal tablo 
with a small armchair and a foostool. 
On the table were his pens and pen­ 
cils, pot of glue, blotter, paper weight 
’—everything that he used. The whole 
room had the air of being left only 
for a short while and of waiting for 
his return. 
On each side of the win­ 
dow was a place for a set of shelve«*, 
where lie kept his scores. 
By the 
door was another set of shelves, where 
were all his manuserips. 
I asked if 
it were not dangerous to leave his 
original works so unprotected. 
I was 
told that the Norwegian folk are so 
honest that no one would think of tak­ 
ing them. 


As an example of Greig’s humor we

ward Grieg».’ 
There, looking out ove* 
the beautiful lake, in the midst of pine 
trees, with only nature for his com­ 
panions, the rough, lugged Norwegian 
nature that gave him his birth and 
whose beauties he made known to the 
world in his music—there he wished 
to lie, and there lies. 


Below us, on the edge of the water, 
were two workmen shovelling broken 
stone into the water by the landing 
place. We were told that Grieg wished 
to be alone there, and that was being 
done to prevent boats from landing. 
The slab is about five feet square. Be­ 
neath it we hung the wreath with the 
American colors which we took with 
us. 
After a hfilf hour or more with 
Mme. Greig, we walked to the station 
and took the train to town, 
As we

The credit of the achievement be- 
longs first to the Mothers' Congress 
of Iowa, which organized the Penny 
Provident 
Association 
iu 
October, 
1901. 
The 
plan used in West 
Des 
Moines is simpler than that of other 
cities. 


The «principal of each building is 
supplied with stamps and folders in 
which fifty one cent stamps can be 
pasted. 
Every Friday 
at a 
certain 
hour the principal is in her office to 
sell stamps lo the children. 


When tlie child -has filled tne fold- 
er with the 
fifty 
stamps, 
says 
the 
Congress 
of 
Mothers 
Magazine, 
he 
may go to the ibank, always on Sat- 
urday 'morning, 
and either 
get 
50 
cents in cash for the book or open 
an account, receive a pass l}ook and 
have an account entered in it. 


The bank pays him 4 per cent, in- 
terest on the deposit after it has re- 
mained 
six" months. 
The 
])rincipal 
receives 
the stama)s 
and 
all 
other 
necessary printed 
matter 
from 
the 
bank 
without 
lany 
expense 
to 
the 
district and she makes an account- 
ing to tjie bank every week for the 
number of stamps she has sold. 


'The 
financial 
affairs are controlled 
by a board of directors representing 
the bank, the school and the Mothers' 
Congress. 
This board meets the first 
Tuesday in each month from October 
to June to receive the report of the 
banker and discuss the affairs of the 
association. 
It has 
worked 
admir- 
ably, without any difilcullies or com- 
plaints, and has educated not only the 
children but in many cases t'he par- 
ents as well. 


The principals, as a rule do not 
find the work much trouble, for they 
have only to get a cent for every 
stamp and have no accounts to keeiJ 
with the children. 
They are 
even 
allowed carfare for taking the money 
to the bank on 
Saturdays. 


The deposits now amount to near* 
ly 
$20,000. 
Since 
its 
organization 
the Penny Provident Association -has 
induced the saving of about $o5.000, 
of 
which 
less 
than 
half 
has 
been 
withdrawn, 
The 
youthful 
dupositor 
to draw out his money must have the 
written order of his parents or guar- 
dian. 


The amount of the deposits, how 
ever, 
is of secondary 
consideration 
The object of the syytem is to ostab 
lish the habit of saving among the 
children and teach thom a littlo about 
business methods. 
The results have 
been very satisfactory. 
The decrease 
In gum chewing and candy eating ha? 
been noticeable. 


The young depositors are discour- 
aged from saving merely for tho sake 
of hoarding. 
Many of the most per- 
sistent say their money is to be usej 
to go to college after they get through 
the public school. 
P'tring the dlsas 
trous fioods two years ago the Pennj 
Provident deposits made by the pool 
children in t-he flooded districts wero 
drawn out in large amounts, 
boin§ 
in some cases almost tho sole rell 
ance of families. 
It is noticed that 
during the spring and fall, v/^hen the

While we were In Bergen we were 
invited out to luncheon with Madame 
Greig. Their homo -lies 
out in 
the 
country, about a half hour's rldo from 
Bergen and on tho banks of a biq 
lake. 
We wero received by Madame 
Greig at the station, and after a walk 
of twenty minutes we came to their 
charming villa. 


As wo came to tho big gate lead- 
ing 
through 
the 
garden 
wo 
wore 
shown a big tree where Greig always 
had a sign In four languages, 
read- 
ing. "Mr. Edward Greig 
is 
not 
at 
home to any one before 4 p. m.*' 
You 
know he M'as a sick man, and he was 
so bothered by tourists that he found 
it necessai*y to protect hUn^elf 
that 
way. 
Madame Greig received 
us 
in 
the big living room, which 
loving 
friends had fairly filled with blooming 
plants for hor first lonely homecoming 
the day before. 
Naturally sho 
was 
very sad. but as we wero all friends 
who had known and loved Greig it 
was her sud pleasure to see us and to 
talk of him, 
Sho showed us 
every 
little detail of tho room. 


After our coffee we all, with 
the 
exception of Madame Greig. went to 
visit the littlo house where Greig did 
most oC his composing'. 
We had to 
descend steps and 'winding wulUs un- 
til at the end of the big garden on 
the edge of tho lake we came to a 
plain littlo house consisting of 
one 
room, the ^'holy of holies.'* 
Opposite 
the door was one largo window, 
iu 
front of Avhich stood r<. plain deal tablo 
with a small armchair and a foostool. 
On the tablo were his pens and pen- 
cils, pot of glue, blotter, paper weight 
'—everything that he nsed. 
The whole 
room had the air of being left only 
for a short while and of waiting for 
his return. 
On each side of the win- 
dow was a place fbr a set of shelve^, 
where ho kept his scores. 
By 
the 
door was another set of shelves, where 
wero all his manuscrips. 
I asked if 
it were not dangerous 
to leave 
his 
original works so unprotected. 
I was 
told that the Norwegian folk are so 
honest that no one would think of tak- 
ing them. 


As an example of Greig^s humor wo 
were shown a slip of paper on his 
desk on which he had written the fol- 
lowing: "To anyone who may 
enter 
here; Please take anything- that may 
please your fancy, but kindly 
leave 
me my manuscripts which are of in- 
terest to no one but myself." 
He al- 
ways left that slip 
there when 
ho 
went away. 
The rest .of the furni- 
ture of the room consisted of a sofa, 
two chairs and a little old cracked 
upright piano that he 'said was "good 
enough lo compose on.' 


From there we went 
across 
tho 
garden, past the house where we saw 
Madame Greig's face 
smiling 
sadly 
at us out of the window down to the 
other side of tho water. 
In the side 
of a cliff about fifty feet high lying 
about twenty-five feet from the ground 
we saw a stone slab cemented solidly 
in the cliff with the inscription "Ed 
ward Grieg'.' 
There, looking out ove^ 
the beautiful lake, iu the midst of pine 
trees, with only nature for his com- 
panions, the rough, lugged Norwegian 
nature that gave him his birth and 
whose beauties he made known to the 
world in his music—there he wished 
to lie, and there lies. 


Below us. on the edge of the water, 
were two workmen shovelling broken 
stone into the water by the landing 
place. We were told that Grieg wished 
to be alone there, and that was bejng 
done to prevent bcvits from landijog. 
The slab is about five feet square. Be- 
neath it we liung the wreath with the 
American colors which we took with 
us. 
After a half hour or more with 
Mme. Greig, we walked to the station 
and took the train to town, 
As we 
rolled out of the station we saw that 
lonely 
little 
black 
figure 
waving 
a 
farewell 
from 
the 
platform.'—M.rs.

Charged With Arson. 


York, Jan, 4.—Paul Laughman, Ber­ 
wick township, Adams county, who is ac­ 
cused of arson, was arrested, committed, 
given a hearing, recommitted and had his 
case presented to the grand jury all with­ 
in a few hours Wednesday morning. 
Some time ago many acres of valuable 
woodland in Penn township, York coun­ 
ty, are said to have been fired by three 
boys.

Increasing Demand for the Mississippi Pearl, 
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Kri tain's 33-Knot l)0«troy«r», 


Contracts have now beeu arranged 
for the construction of five seagoing 
destioy'ers included in the navy pro­ 
gram for the current year. These ves­ 
sels are a great advance npon anything 
that has yet been done in torpedo boat 
destroyers, as the speed guaranteed, 
under 
penalty, 
by the contracting 
lirms is to be thirty-three knots when 
the vessels are carrying a load of coal 
sufficient to give them a radius of ac­ 
tion of 3000 miles at about ten knots 
speed. 


This condition is much more severe 
than was exacted in the case of the 
thirty-knot torpedo boats; and, more­ 
over, the scantlings proposed for these 
high speed craft will be considerable 
heavier. It is true that speeds of thir­ 
ty-two to thirty-three knots were at­ 
tempted by one or two builders in con­ 
nection with the 1897-US program, but 
the highest realized on trial was thir­ 
ty-one and one-half knots. Even then 
the boats were not required to meet 
the same stringent conditions as is the 
case with these new thirty-three knot 
craft. The boilers are to be of the ex­ 
press type,, adaptable for using oil 
fuel, and the propelling machinery in 
all cases will be of the Farsons tur­ 
bine type. 
The displacement of the 
boats will average over SOO tons, so 
that very considerable powrer will re­ 
quire to be developed to attaiu the 
speed. 
It is the intention to order 
later an experimental destroyer, which 
it is expected will have a speed of 
thirty-six knots.—Loudon Daily Gra­ 
phic. 


Proof That the Moon in Uninhabited* 
The moon being much the nearest to 
us of all the heavenly bodies, we can 
prouounce more definitely in its case 
than ju any other. 
We 'know that 
neither air nor water exists on the 
moon in quantities sufficient to be per­ 
ceived by the most delicate tests at our 
command. It is certain that the moon’s 
atmosphere, if any exists, is less than 
the thousandth part of the density of 
that around us. The vacuum is great­ 
er tbau any ordinary air pump is capa­ 
ble of producing. We can hardly sup­ 
pose that so small a quantity of air 
could be of any benetit whatever in 
sustaining life; an animal that could 
get along on so little could get along 
ou none at all. 


But the proof of the absence of life 
is yet stronger when we consider the 
results of actual telescopic observa­ 
tion. 
An object such ¿is an ordinary 
c ty block could be delected on the 
moon. 
If anything 
like 
vegetation 
were present on its surface, we should 
see the changes which it would under­ 
go in the course of a month, during 
ono portion of which it would be ex­ 
posed to the rays of the unclouded sun, 
and during another to the intense cold 
of space.—Professor Simon Newcooi.b, 
in Harper’*.

The consensus of opinion among ex­ 
perienced hunters and observers is, 
however, that a man-eater is an ex­ 
cattle killer which in conflict w’ltli 
herders, who are often quite brave in 
the defense of their cattle, has discov­ 
ered how much less work it is to kill 
a man than cattle,- for the cattle killer 
is usually fat and lazy. Nothing has 
been found so far as I have discovered, 
to suggest appetite for human flesh as 
the impelling motive, or that man- 
eaters reject all flesh not human, or 
that the cubs of a man-eating tigress 
inherit 
the 
man-killing 
propensity. 
Rather is it a case of contempt for 
mau bred of familiarity, and more 
often the lust lays hold of the tigress, 
very likely because in foraging for 
her cubs (,as she does until they begin 
to 
hunt 
for themselves 
at 
seven 
months) and in their defense, she has 
come more frequently in contact with 
man; or it may be because the female 
is more numerous than the male, or 
because by nature the slyer and more 
vicious. Certainly she is a fiend incar­ 
nate, when every second year she gives 
birth to çubs, usually two, which do 
not move about with her until six 
weeks old; and no doubt her disposition 
is not improved by the necessity of 
concealing the youngsters from the 
tiger, who else would devour them.— 
Casper Whitney, in “The Trail of the 
Tiger.” 


New Laid Kgrsrs. 


By greasing eggs with vaseline while 
still warm, or at any rate, within a 
few hours of being laid, the contents 
retain perfection for six weeks or two 
months, and many do so for a much 
longer period. 
The sooner the grease 
is applied the longer “new laid” quali­ 
ties persist. 


Misconceptions of the Tiger. 


Other popular misconceptions gives 
the tiger extraordinary leaping ability. 
It does not, as habitually painted, leap 
upon the back of its victim to crunch 
the vertebrae of its neck. 
It may do 
so occasionally on small game. I have 
seen panthers springing on the little 
barking deer, but the uscal tiger meth­ 
od is a stealthy stalk, followed by a 
swift rush and seizure of the victim’s 
throat. 


It does not leap from twenty-five to 
100 feet, as 
we 
frequently read. 
Twelve feet is nearer the average of its 
jumps when chasing game, and there 
is no record of its jumping streams 
of over sixteen or eighteen feet in 
width. 
It is a bold swimmer and a 
frequent wader. 


It does not give up pursuit of its 
quarry on failure of the first attack. 


It does not deliver bone crushing 
blows with its fore paws, like Bruin, 
although it does give blows that lacer­ 
ate the flesh, 


It does not roar like a lion. 
It does not kill by blood letting, but 
by dislocating the nock. 


It can climb a tree, but rarely does 
so. 


There is also much exaggeration con* 
cerning size and weight. A tiger that 
measures ten feet from the tip of its 
nose to the end of its tail is a big one, 
and above the average, which is about 
nine and one-half feet.—Caspar Whit­ 
ney, in “The Trail of the Tiger.”

Raisin Griddle Cukcs—Into a cup of 
scur milk and the same amount * of 
sweet milk ctir two cupfuls of wheat 
Hour and one-half cupJui of cornmeal, 
a teaspoonful of salt, two tablespoon* 
fuls „of melted butter, a teaspoonful 
of soda and one-half cupful of chopped 
raisins.

one cracker, powdered fine, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt, one-third of a tea* 
spoonful of cinnamon, two tablespoon­ 
fuls of mclasses, one-third of a cupful 
of cream, and one-half cupful of milk; 
mix thoroughly, and bake until firm 
* 
a pie pan lined witn pastry as for 
squash pie. 


Rice Waffles—One and one-half cup­ 
fuls of soft boiled rice, two ounces of 
butter, one pint scalded milk, three 
eggs, one teaspoonful baking powder, 
one-haJf teaspoonfuj salt, one table­ 
spoonful wheat flour. 
Use cold, well- 
mashed rice, melt the butter in tne 
milk which has cooled, beat the egg 
yolks and whites separately, making 
the latter come to a stiff froth; mix the 
vice and milk, beat thoroughly, and 
then add one-half teaspoonful salt and 
one of baking powder, and the flour; 
put the yolks into the batter, first 
blending well, and, lastly, add the 
whites and beat well again.

iron. Pour the batter from a pitcher, 
and fill the iron quickly, close quickly, 
and set on the fire. 
Two minutes
